STEAMER SAGINAW SUNK 


BY THEJUMILTON. 


Cut to Water's Edge, Goes Down in 


a Fog and Carries Crew and 


flany of Her Passengers. 


• KBTW TOKK, May 
5.—A dispatch I 


from Norfolk reports that the Old Do- , 
minion Liner, Hamilton and the Clyde 
Liner, Saglnaw were In collision and 
that a number 
of 
passengers were 


drowned. 
.The Saginaw is a freight steamer 
with 'accommodations for about forty 
passengers and she had been In service 
between this city and Richmond and 
Norfolk for about two years. 


ohe was commanded by Captain 


James Tunnell, of this city and car- j 
rled all of her crew of about twenty 
men who were shipped here. 


An official of the Old Dominion said: 
"The collision occurred at 4:30 today 


In a thick tog oft the Delaware Capes 
near Winter Quarters lightship. 


"Ten or twelve people are missing, 


supposed to "be drowr.ed. 
They were 


passengers and two members of the 
crew. 
"The Saglnaw was struck in port, aft 


quarter, which wns cut off, leaving a 
big opening in her hold. 
The sea 


ran In and she sank within half an 
hour after the collision. 
"The body of the stewardess- of the 


Saginaw has been recovered." 
HAMILTON 
SLIGHTLY tN-MJREO. 


The Hamilton, of the Old Dominion 
Line, was only sHfrhHy damaged, hav- 
ing her stern and u. few plates twisted. 
She proceeded on her way and arrived 
at Norfolk, Va. today. 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 


A long distance telephone report to 
the Evening World places the mimber 
of dead at twenty. 
The collision oc- 
curred at 12:40 n. m. off Hog Island. 
The Saglnaw was bound for Philadel- 
phia from Norfolk. She, carried-a crew 
of forty men and twenty passengers. 


The Hamilton carried a full crew and 
more than one hundred passengers." 


DENSE 
FOG. 


Soon after passing the Jersey coast 
the Hamilton ran Into a fog which last- 
ed all night. 
It Is believed that this 
fog is responsible lor the- accident. The 
The Hamilton was going at three-quar- 
ters speed off Hog Island when the pas- 
aengers were suddenly thrown 
from 
their berths and in an Instant all was 
confusion and as the passengers man- 
aged to reach the deck they learned 
there had been a collision. In the fog 
could be seen dimly, across the bows 
of the Hamilton, a steamer about her 
own size. 
Those on board the other 
steamship shouted 
that 
they 
were 
sinking and In reply to questions an- 
swered that their boat was a Clyde 
Line steamer and that the name was 
the Saglnaw. 


CUT CLEAN THROUGH. 


The Saglnaw had been struck about 


twenty feet from the stern on the star- 
board side and her stern had been cut 
through 'as cleanly ns If It had been 
done- ty men in dry dock. 
The stern sunk almost immediately 


and the forward part drifted several 
hundred yards. 
As soon as possible the boats 
of 
the Hamilton, which had been made 
ready after the collision, -were lowere-.l. 
The thick fog made It Impossible for 
the 
crew of the Hamilton to work 
qulc&ly and in a few minutes before 
the boats reached her thr Saglnaw was 
going down. She settled slowly 
and 


then went- down with a suction that 
almost drew the boats ot the Hamil- 
ton after her. 


' 
CRIES OF VICTIMS. 


In the darkness could be heard the 
cries of those on the Saglnaw. In the 
water and clinging to the wreckage 
were a number of'persons nn£ as many 
as possible of these were pulled Into 
the boats of the Hamilton. 
When the survivors were taken on 


board the Hamilton they were made 
comfortable,_ancl, after waiting around 


to pick up anyone that might have 
clung to the wreckage, the Hamilton 
proceeded on her way. 


HAMILTON'S DAMAGE. 


S^he was i>r,ly slightly damaged. The 
Sa;clnaw sunk in ten fathoms of water 
ami her masts were left sticking out 
of the water. 
According to a despatch from Fort- 
ress 
Monroe, the number of persons 


rescued by the Hamilton was 29. This 
places the number of drowned at 30. 


Hog 
Island, off which the 
wreck 
occurred, is on the coast of Virginia, a 
short distance above Cape Charles. 


. THE CREW. 


The first mate on the lost steamship 
is Edward Gusley and the chief en- 
gineer 
Is Joseph Selsen. The- crew 


numbered 2r> men.

ploy ot the company for 30 years and 
never befon- met with an accident. The 
Sajrlniiw was built on the Clyde in 1860. 
Sh-5 was 2G<' feet over all, 38 feet beam 
ami 1,800 tons register.

rightful possessors of their hcddtag-s, 
according to a lawyer of this city. Heirs 
of Dutch freeholders of 250 years agx), 
some thousands In number on author- 
ity of this lawyer, ore owuers of Har- 
lem, of a large part of Central Park, 
and of about all of the water front 
proiporty on the East river from Sev- 
enty-fourth street to Harlem river 
along the Harlem river, and down the 
Hudson to One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth street. 


The present-day value of the prop- 


erty is conjectured to be one billion 
dollars. 


Prominent among the descendants of 


the alleged rightful owners are Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Governor Odell and 
Putnam Brad-lee Strong, eon of the late 
Mayor Strong. 
In 1606-67 the Duke of Torit, through 


Colonial Governor Nichols, g-ave grants 
and charters to twenty-three men who 
were created a corporation known as 
the Town of New Harlem and later fur- 
ther grants and patents were Issued ! 
to the twenty-three and to "their heirs, 
successors and assigns forever." 
The plan of the lawyer In charge of 
the matter Is to gather a majority of 
-the 
descendants and, ae he says, they 
are all by inheritance members, 'Of .the 
corporation, have them hold a meeting 
elect officers and parcel out the land 
among themselves. 
> 
It la argued that quitclaims, !eae«» 
or deeds executed by any descendants 
of the grantees are void because no Indi- 
vidual had a right to dispose of the 
property, but only a right to- vote at the 
corporation meeting. 
President Roosevelt, who traces his 


ancestry to the Brevoorts, of Colonial 
times, will, it Is announced appear at 
the meeting of the descendants.

ast year there should be not far from 
ve hundred more families in the city 
nan there; were one year ago. 
Not 


ountlng boarding houses or Increased 
otel room, more than five hundred ad- 
Itlonal .domiciles have been erected 
urlng the last twelve months. And 
hey seem to be all occupied. There 
re few vacant houses In the city. 
Yet the census marshal could only 
nd forty more children of school age 
han the census of last year showed, 
f last year's census was correct, this 
ear's census ' must be faulty. 
Both 


annot be correct. Which la It7 
Last year's census corresponded with 
he postofBce census, and the city dl- 
ectory. It was in accord with the In- 
rease of new dwellings. This year's 
ensus corresponds with none of the 
ther statistical facts bearing on the 
uestion of population. 
We by no means mean to Impeach 
his year's school census. We merely 
.llude to some surprising facts, which 
are at variance with the showing made 
iy the school census. It Is a fact that 
he increase In children Is not propor- 
loned to the increase in gross popula- 
lon? According to vital statistics 
gathered by the Interior Department, 
and recently published, the birth rate 
n Oakland has decreased nearly twen- 
y per cent during the last decade. The 
decrease was even greater in the other 
cities of the State. Assuming the gov- 
ernment statistics to Be correct, the 
ratio of de-crease in the birth rate is not 
sufficient, however, to account for the 
discrepancy between the Increase in 
gross population and the Increase In 
school children. 


The natural Increase should have ex- 


ceeded forty if no children had come 
n from the outside. In any event therft 
is an uttw lack of correspondence be- 
tween tha school census for last year 
and the census for this year. There is 
a screw loose somewhere.
